112, first paragraph: Applicant states that "inner wall surface" has been systematically used in the disclosure to mean 
the wall most proximate to the substrate material surrounding the trench, rather than the wall most proximate to the 
inside of the trench; (b) The doping profile characteristics as delineated in claim 1 has been discussed in detail. Said 
doping profile at most may distinguish from the prior art in a quantitative manner, but not in a qualitative manner that 
can be indicated by the adjectives "gentle", as used in two respects in the present claim language; (c) (on claims 34 
and 51 and dependent claims) Applicant traversed consideration by examiner of doped region 35 as divisible into two 
regions due to graded doping and states that invention may still distinguish over prior art as cited when the bottom of 
the second trench is less deep than the bottom of the undoped region 14 in Huang. An after-final will be seriously 
considered when based on an amendment taking into account this possibly distinguishing feature, but only when no 
further search is needed. Examiner does point out Figure 1 1 in Huang in this regard.. 
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
